1 . IN THE COURSE OF THE FIFTH SESSION OF THE NORWEGIAN-SOVIET 
FISHERIES. 

COMMISSION MEETING IN OSLO ON JANUARY 9-13, QUOTA ARRANGEMENTS WERE 
CONCLUDED FOR NORWEGIAN, SOVIET AND THIRD COUNTRIES FISHING IN THE 
BARENTS SEA, INCLUDING THE DISPUTED BORDER "GREY ZONE" AREA. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FISHING IN THE FISH PROTECTION ZONE AROUND SVALBARD WAS NOT DISCUSSED 
AND THIS ISSUE IS EXPECTED TO BE TAKEN UP DURING THE EORTHCOMING 
CONSULTATIONS BETWEEN NORWAY AND THE SOVIET UNION IN MOSCOW NOW 
SCHEDULED FOR MARCH.
